FOODS A CHILD MAY HAVE 


T 


HE foods in the following list are 
those a child may have, though 


they should not all be served in one 
meal, and the mother selects the foods 
most appropriate. 


Solid foods are introduced gradually 


after one year of age in the diet of 
:i normal baby. 


The tir.st meal should have as a t>e- 


ginning a dis-.ii of i-eieal, gruel, proper- 
Ij Milled and served uith milk; 11 piece 
of zwieback or crumbs of bread made 
soft \\itli milk, or un egg oiv.isionallj. 
cooked for two minutes, and 
thick- 


ened with bread crumbs. This is the 
time to form the habit of slow eat- 
ing and perfect mastication. 
It is so 


important that other things should be 
slighted rather than neglect this, as it 
menus a lifelong habit for health or 
indigestion with its ills. 


Kresli bread, hot breads and rich bis- 


cuit should never be given. Always 
serve bread stale enough to crumble. 
A good way to serve it is to cut in 
small squares and brown in the oven. 


For the child from the twelfth to 


the eiuhtecnth mouth, fruits such ns 
orange, 
pireapple, 
strained 
apple 


sauce, prune juico nnd mashed pulp, 


especially good, as they contain 


valuable mineral salts, vitamines and 
acids. One ounce of the juice or fruit 
pulp given one-half hour before or 
one-half hour nfter their milk. 


Broths.—Mutton, chicken, veal or 


beef broth, with rice or stale bread 
crumbs, flve ounces; beef juice, three 
ounces. 


Cereals.—Gruel, 
or 
cereal 
jellies 


or wheat, four ounces. 


Breads. — Zwieback, dry toast, stale 


bread and butter, graham cracker. 


Eggs. — Soft cooked In shell, coddled, 


or soft poached. 


Meats. — Scraped rare beef, one ta- 


blespoonful. 


Milk. — One 
to 
one and 
one-half 


quarts In 24 hours. This amount ^n- 
cludes all milk used in the cooking and 
preparation of the foods. 


Feedings 
for 
child 
from 
twelve 


months to eighteen, are flve in 24 hours. 


Cereals are given once a day, always 


well cooked. Vegetables are necessary 
for a healthy baby past a year and a 
half. Potato well baked and served 
with butter, spinach, asparagus tips, 
carrots nnd cauliflower well cooked 
and mashed, one vegetable daily until 
two years of age. then green vege- 
tables may be given occasionally with 
the potato. 


Meats are given sparingly at first up 


to the third year, and should be finely 
chopped or cut. Desserts should be 
given sparingly up to ten years, and 
candy never until two years old, and 
then but one piece daily, always after 
a meal.

HAVE NATURAL DREAD OF FIRE 


Miners Realize There Is Little Chance 


of Escape When Their Worst 


Enemy Appears. 


Nothing is so much dreaded by the 


miner as fire, says a writer In Adven- 
ture magazine. When millions of tons 
of rock begin to settle down he Is not 
frightened. He goes among them when 
they are being splintered in all direc- 
tions and are cracking like pistols. 


One reason why a fuo in a mine is 


so much dreaded is because there are 
so few avenues of escape open to. the 
miners. Probably there is but a single 
shaft—if the mine is connected with 
no other—and up this, a thousand or 
fifteen hundred feet, or more, he must; 
go to escape. 


In case of a fire there is liable to 


be a panic. A panic in a church or 
other building on the surface is a ter- 
rible thing; then what must be a panic 
In a mine whore there are 800 or 1,000 
men, 
perhaps, all to go up a single 


shaft a thousand feet or more, a cage- 
load at a time? At such times, too, 
there are explosions of gases which 
extinguish all of the lights, and the 
men rushing to and fro are exposed 
to danger of pitfalls in the shape of 
chutes, winzes and other excavations. 


All these things being often In the 


miner's mind give him a wonderful 
delicacy of nostril. 
He can scent a 


fire from afar. He knows the smell of 
burning fuse, of giant powder, of 
black powder and of everything with 
which fire ordinarily comes In contact 
In a mine, and the scent of these Is 
no more noticed than is noticed the 
air he breathes on the surface of the 
earth; but let any unusual substance 
be ignited and, like the hunted stag, 
his nose is in the air at once. 


Suns Squeeze Themselves.

miles In diameter; beside it the earth

Deep In Its center there are complex, 
radio 
active 
elements. 
When 
the 


solar system was in the shape of a 
nebula it absorbed prodigious quanti- 
ties of light and heat. This energy w.as 
stored In the atoms. 
Now that the 


sun is condensed into a sphere, it Is 
giving this energy out again, and we 
feel it as waraith.

HE foods In the following list are 
those a cliild may have, 
though 
Uioy should nut all be served In one 
meal, and the mother selects the foods 
most appropriate, 


Solid foods are introduced gradually 
after one year of age In the diet of 
a normal baby. 


T I j o first iueal should have as a be- 
ginning a dish of cereal, gruel, proper- 
ly called and served with mliU ; a piece 
of zwieback or crumbs of bread made 
suit Willi milk, or an egg occasionally, 
cooked 
for two njinutes and 
thick- 
ened witii bread crundjs. 
This is the 
time to form llie Jiabit of slow eat- 
ing and perfect masllcalion. 
It is so 
imponant tJmt other things should bo 
sliglited railier tlmn nei;lect this, as It 
nieaiis a lifelong habit for health or 
indigestion Willi Us His. 


Kresh bread, hot breads and ricii bis- 
cuit should never be given. 
Always 
serve bread stale enough to cruinbie. 
A good way to serve it is to cut in 
small squares and brown in the oven.

I. A Penitent Woman's Act of Love 


(vv. 37. 4S). 


1. Place of (V. 37). 
It was Ui the 
home of Simon the 
Pharisee 
while 
Jesus was sitting at meat. 
The feast 
must 
have 
beeu 
public, 
else 
she 
could not have so readily gained ac- 
cess. 


2. The Act of (v. 3S). 
She washed 
Jesus' feet with her tears and wiped 
them with her hair. 
Throush 
some 
means she had heard of Jesus' pardon- 
ing grace, and Ood had opened 
her 
heart to receive Him as her Saviour. 
Out of a heart of srçititude she kissed 
His feet and anointed tliem with pre- 
cious ointment. 


3. Who She^Was (v. 37). 
Her name 


is not mentioned. 
Siio 
was 
of 
a 
notoriously 
bad 
character. 
Though 
known to the public as a bad woman, 
something had happened which trans- 
formed her. 
She was now a saved 
sinner, because she believed on Jesus 
Christ. 
The moment one believes on 
Christ he is saved regardless of what 
his former life has been. 


II. The 
Pharisee's 
Displeasure 
(v. 
30). 


Simon felt scandalized by such 
a 
happening at his table. 
He was a re- 
spectable man. 
For Jesus to tolerate 
such familiarity on 
the 
part 
of 
a 
woman 
of such evil 
repute 
greatly 
perplexed him. 
He reasoned that If 
Jesus were a prophet He would have 
known the character of this woman 
and 
would 
have 
either 
withdrawn 
His feet from her or thrust her back 
with them, or if He knew her charac- 
ter His tolerance of such famil*irity 
proved that He was not a good man. 
Simon's 
righteousness 
was 
of 
that 
sort which gathers up its skirts and 
gives the sinner a backward push into 
his 
filth. 
If 
he 
had 
known 
who 
Jesus was, and what a change had 
been \vrought in the woman's heart, 
he would not have been so severe. 


III. Jesus Teaches the Pharisee (vv. 


40-48). 


H e taught him by means of a par- 
able of a creditor and two debtors. 
Observe that Jesus made it very clear 
that He not only knew the woman, 
but knew Simon also. 


1. The Common Debt (v. 41). 
The 
woman w^as a sinner, so was Simon, 
though he was not the same kind of a 
sinner tliat she was. 
There were two 
debtors, though 
the 
one 
owed 
ten 
times as much as the other. 
This is 
representative of all sinners still. The 
Bible declares all to be sinners, yet 
recognizes degrees of guilt, 
b'uil cred- 
it ought to be given to the lui i who 
Is 
honest, 
virtuous, 
generous 
and 
kind. 
Yet such a life will not secure 
entrance into heaven. 
The 
Savior's 
words are a severe rebuke io the re- 
spectable 
Phaiásees who are 
sitting 
in judgment against the sinners of a 
coarser type. 


2. The Common Insolvency (v. 42). 
"And when they had nothing to pay" 
Jesus freely granted the difference in 
the deguee of the woman's sins and 
those of the Pharisee, but drove home 
to him the fact that they were hotli 
debtors and had nothing with which 
to pay (Ilom. 3:23). 
Therefore all 
have need of a Saviour. 
As sinners 
we may quit our sinning and hate our 
deeds, but that do:s not make satis- 
faction for the sjns of tlie past. 
What 
we have done is irrev^ocable—it 
lias 
passed from our reach. 
Every trans- 
gression shall lecelve a Just 
recom- 
pense of reward (Heb. 2:2). We must 
come to our Creditor, God Ahnlghty, 
and acknowledge our insolvency and 
accept -tiie kiftdness of Jesus 
Christ 
who bore our sins in His own body on 
the tree (I Pet. 2:24). 
We are all 
paupers, and instead of judging each 
other as to relative guilt, we should 
come to God and suq for pardon. 


3. The Relation of Forgiveness and 
Love 
(vv, 
44-48. 
Simon's 
reluctant 
answer to Jesus' question shows that 
he got the point of Jesus' 
teaching. 
In order to make His teaching con- 
crete He turned to the woman, call- 
ing Simon's attention to what she had 
done in contrast to what he had done. 
Simon had neglected 
to 
extend 
to 
Jesus the common courtesies of a re- 
spectable 
guest, 
but 
this 
forgiven 
woman had lavished upon 
H::n 
her 
affection and gifts. 
The measure of 
one's love is determin'^d by the meas- 
ure of the apprehension of sins for- 
given. 
TJje onç who Is forgiven most 
will love most.

eral law must be mai'^ed denatured 
alcohol.

Miners Realize There Is Little Chanco 
of Escape When Their Worst 
Enemy Appears. 


Nothing is so much dreaded by the 
miner as fire, says a MTiter In Adven- 
ture magazine. 
When millions of tons 
of rock begin to settle down he Is not 
frightened. He goes among tliem when 
they are being splintered in all direc- 
tions and are cracking like pistols. 


One reason why a fit ^ in a mine Is 
so much dreaded Is because there are 
so few avenues of escape opon t a the 
miners. Probably there is but a single 
shaft—if the mine is connected with 
no other—and up this, a thousand or 
fifteen hundred feet, or more, he mus^ 
go to escape. 


In case of a fire there Is liable to 
be a panic. 
A panic in a church or 
other building on the surface is a ter- 
rible thing; then what must be a panic 
In a mine where there are 800 or 1,000 
men. perhaps, all to go up a single 
shaft a thousand feet or more, a cage- 
load at a time? 
At such times, too, 
tliere are explosions of gases which 
extinguish all of the lights, and the 
men rushing to and fro are exposed 
to danger of pitfalls in the .shape of 
chutes, winzes and other excavations. 


All these things being often In the 
miner's mind give him a wonderful 
delicacy of nostril. 
He can scent a 
fire from afar. Pie knows the smell of 
burning 
fuse, of 
giant 
powder, 
of 
black powder and of everything with 
which fire ordinarily comes in contact 
in a mine, and the scent of these Is 
no more noticed tiian Is noticed the 
air he breathes on the surface of the 
earth; but let any unusual substance 
be Ignited and, like the hunted stag, 
his nose Is In the air at once. 


Suns Squeeze Themselves, 


The sun is a great globe, 886,000 
miles In diameter; beside It the earth 
Is the merest speck. 
All the planets 
combined would hardly do more than 
ripple the solar surface If they should

The sun has not varied Its output 
of energy greatly for many millions 
of 
years. 
Its energy 
Is 
molecular. 
Deep in Its center there are complex, 
radio 
active 
elements. 
When 
the 
solar system was in the shape of a 
nebula It absorbed prodigious quanti- 
ties of light and heat. This energy was 
stored In the atoms. 
Now that 
the 
sun Is condensed Into a sphere, It Is 
giving this energy out again, and we 
feel It as warmth.
